has done more than all

to build up the reputation of 


the 
Union, 
is not given. 
The first 


speech was made 
by Senator Booth. 


It was one of those scholarly, polished 
little efforts for which be is noted. 
He 


reviewed 
the history of the Union, 


complimented 
the energy and incor- 


ruptibility of the Messrs. 
Anthony 


and Morrell, and took occasion 
to 


say to all present that the meeting had 
no political significance 
but was sim- 


ply an 
expression 
of the esteem 
in 


which tbe men who had managed 
and 


edited 
the Union 
was held by those 


present. 
Anthony responded 
in what 


was, for him, a very neat speech. 
He

Atwood is this: He buds on the young 
seedling about one foot to eight inches 
from the ground.

taken, be does not out off the top of

bud grows rapidly and very stout and 
strong. 
The original 
seedling forms 


tbe lower limbs of the tree aud pro- 
tects the roots and body from the cold.
